Election Too 
Costly, Probe 
Is Underway 


Washington, Oct. 25 — (/P) —Sen- 


ator Gillette (D-Iowa pointed today 
to two trends in the election of Uni- 
ted States senators which he said 
threaten the prestige of the senate. 


The silver-haired lowan is chair- 


man of the three-man senate sub 
commute which is policing this 
year's election of 36 senators. Yes 
terday it ordered investigators into 
four states: New York, Pensyl- 
vania, Iowa and Kentucky. 


Ten years ago Gillette also head- 


ed a similar commitle. Of the dif- 
ferent problems that have devel- 
oped in that span, Gillette told a 
reporter: 
First, it now costs so many thou 


sands of dollars to be a successful 
senate candidate that the "man of 
average or moderate wealth can- 
not afford to run." 


Second, the nomination of a sen- 


ate candidate has become a center 
"of political deals and political traf- 
ficking in too many states." 


"Powerful interests and organiza- 


tions recently have been combining 
in these deals," Gillette said. "If 
these two trends continue it could 
destroy the prestige and value of 
the senate." 
Existing and suggested federal 


laws aim at preventing or outlaw- 
ing these trends, but Gillcte said 
it probably is impossible to cure or 
halt them by writing laws because 
"there are so many 
loopholes." 


After telephone conferences with 


his two subcommittee colleagues, 
Senators Slcnnis (D-Miss and Sen- 
oeppel (R-Kans, Gillette yesterday 
ordered attorneys and investigators 
into four states from which formal 
complaints centering on senatorial 
campaigns have been filed.

Problem

Washington, Oct. 24 —(/P) — The 


nation faces the following problem 
as It drafts young men for 
the 


armed 'orces: 


There's a 
continuing need 
for 


scientists, doctors, lawyers, 
edu- 


cators, scholars, and other college- 
trained, professional people. 


There's a 
double 
need 
for 


them: The nation is still growing 
and they must be available to re- 
place older men who died or re- 
tired. 
. . . ' . . " 


This country feels now a short- 


age of such young scientific and 
•professional people as a result of 
the drain on them in World War 
n. 


If those now of draft age have 


to spend two or three years in the 
army, they can't get the necessary 
college or professional t r a i ning 
either. 


What's the answer? Take them 


into the army anyway and let the 
future worry about young, trained 
scientists and 
other 
professional 


men? 


Or, perhaps, should all college 


students be draftproof? If that's 
tho answer, then— 


Many youths with high 
intelli- 


gence, lacking the money for col- 
lege, will have to serve 
in the 


army while others,
